T he following inve sti gation was conducted by Special 
Agents (SA) | I and f I on December 

13/ 1988/ regarding the appointee, JOHN GOODWIN TOWER: 

CONGRESSMAN MARVIN LEATH, 336 Cannon House Office 
Building, Washington, D.C., telephone number 225-6105, advised he 
orinally met the appointee in 1960 when he (appointee) first ran 
for the United States Senate. CONGRESSMAN LEATH performed 
various local campaign work in Odessa, Texas for the appointee. 
Eleven years ago, CONGRESSMAN LEATH was elected to the United 
States House of Representatives and became a "junior member of 
Congress". During that time, he did not work a lot with the 
appointee but worked with the appointee's staff regarding 
pertinent issues that pertained to Texas. The CONGRESSMAN stated 
he had good relations with the appointee's staff. CONGRESSMAN 
LEATH characterized the appointee as being honest, loyal, and an 
''articulate spokesman". He believed the appointee to be 
intelligent, knowledgeable on defense issues, and patriotic. He 
knew of no derogatory information regarding the appointee and 
believed he could handle access to classified information in a 
responsible and professional manner. 

CONGRESSMAN LEATH knew of nothing derogatory in the 
appointee's character, associates, reputation, or loyalty to the 
United States Goyemment. The CONGRESSMAN advised he never saw 
the appointee drink, therefore believed he did not abuse alcohol. 
He saw no indication of prescription drug abuse or illicit drug 
use, including marijuana, by the appointee. In this regard, 
CONGRESSMAN LEATH never saw the appointee buy or sell illegal 
drugs. Financially, CONGREESMAN LEATH believed the appointee to 
be stable. He added the appointee was unbiased against any class 
of citizen or group. Based upon past clearances, CONGRESSMAN 
LEATH saw no potential problems with granting the appointee 
continued access to sensitive information. 

The CONGRESSMAN had no personal knowledge of alleged 
sexual indecretions by the appointee with U.S. citizens or 
foreign nationals. Also, CONGRESSMAN LEATH said he was not with 
the appointee when he was in Geneva, Switzerland. 

He also had no personal knowledge of excessive alcohol 
consumption by the appointee although he has heard of this 
allegation through the media. 
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CONGRESSMAN LEATH knew of no mental instabilities 
expressed by the appointee which would include suicidal 
tendencies. He added he was unaware of such an allegation. 

CONGRESSMAN LEATH read in various newspapers of the 
appointee's past work for various defense contractors. He stated 
it was not uncommon for someone of his experience and knowledge 
to work with private industry after retiring from the Senate. 

The CONGRESSMAN had no personal knowledge of any potential 
conflicts of interest regarding this issue. 

CONGRESSMAN LEATH had no personal knowledge of illegal 
contributions to the appointee's campaign or illegal expendatures 
from his campaign funds. He added he was unfamiliar with this 
allegation. 


The CONGRESSMAN believed the appointee performed an 
advisory role for the Republic Bank Corporation, Dallas, Texas 
and was not an active officer in the bank. He had no personal 
knowledge of any illegal banking activities involving the 
appointee nor did he previously know of this allegation. 

CONGRESSMAN LEATH believed the appointee was qualified 
for the position under consideration and he would recommend the 
appointee for a position of trust an confidence with the United 
States Government.

Senator TED STEVENS, 552 Hart Senate Office Building, 
Washington, D. C., telephone 224-3004, was advised of the 
identity of the interviewing agents and that he was being 
interviewed regarding a background clearance investigation of the 
appointee, JOHN GOODWIN TOWER; specifically, to obtain his 
knowledge of current or past circumstances that might have a 
bearing on the suitability of the appointee for Federal 
Employment and access to classified information. The Senator 
voluntarily provided the following information: 

The Senator advised that he has known the appointee 
since 1961. This was the year that the appointee was elected to 
the Senate. Senator STEVENS knew the appointee on a limited, 
non-personal basis until 1968 when the Senator was elected to the 
Senate himself =and . came to work closely with the appointee on 
various committees. In more recent years, the Senator has known 
the appointee on a social basis also. 

On a professional level, the appointee. Chairman of the 
Armed Services Committee , and the Senator, Chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee, went head-to-head on various funding 
issues in the area of military expenditures. The appointee in 
his capacity as chairman, had to negotiate with the Senator 
regarding expenditures for everything from battleships to the 
Strategic Defense Initiative, and many times the two Senate 
Chairmen disagreed. The Senator considered these disagreements, 
however, as purely "turf battles" not disagreements on 
substantive issues. The Senator described the appointee as a 
"capable, tough Senator" who was tenacious and always did his 
homework. He never backed down from his position without a 
fight. He was not known as a compromiser, but knew when to make 
a deal. The Senator stated that he has a great deal of respect 
for the appointee and his demonstrated knowledge and competence. 

Socially, the Senator has known the appointee as a 
personal friend. The two have occasionally dined together in the 
D. C. area. This occurred while the two were senators and then 
also after the appointee retired from the Senate and conducted 
certain business functions in Washington, D. C. Also, the 
appointee invited the Senator to several air_shows associated 
with the British Aerospace^nterp.riseu^Th||lfena^>r attended a 
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few of these functions. Finally, the Senator lived with the 
appointee at his residence in Geneva, Switzerland for 
approximately three weeks. Senator STEVENS was in Geneva as the 
chairman of the Senate Arms Control Group and the appointee was 
living in Geneva as a START negotiator in the capacity of an 
Ambassador. The appointee invited the Senator to stay with he 
and his wife while attending to his responsibilities because of 
their close friendship. 

The Senator had no reason to question the appointee's 
character, associates, reputation and loyalty to the country. 
Senator STEVENS knew of no bias or prejudice towards any group or 
individual. The Senator did comment that the appointee was very 
partial towards Texas and military issues, that he was "married 
to his job" in terms of furthering these causes. However, the 
appointee was not partial in the negative sense. The Senator 
could not speak as to the appointee's financial stability. And, 
the Senator had no knowledge of any physical or mental problems. 

Senator STEVENS had no knowledge of any alcohol abuse 
by the appointee. He stated that he considered that term to be 
rather subjective because some people can drink more than others. 
However, he had never seen the appointee in an intoxicated state, 
and he felt he had seen the appointee in various types of social 
settings. The Senator said the appointee was a social drinker. 
The Senator had no knowledge of any illegal drug use by the 
appointee, including marijuana and cocaine. He had no 

knowledge of the appointee ever having had bought or sold any 
type of illegal drugs. The Senator has not known the appointee 
to have ever abused any type of prescription drugs either. 

Senator STEVENS considered the appointee suitable for 
access to classified information and fully recommended him for a 
position of trust and confidence with the United States 
Government . 


In addition to the usual questions involving the 
Senator's knowledge of the appointee, several additional areas 
were pursued regarding specific allegations involving the 
appointee . 


Senator STEVENS stated that he had no personal 
knowledge of any sexual indescretions by the appointee both here 
and abroad. The Senator reiterated that he had spent some time 
with the appointee in Geneva, Switzerland and that he had heard 
and observed nothing regarding any questionable sexual 
involvements or indescretions. He noted that the appointee's 
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behavior while he was in Geneva was totally in accordance with 
his lifestyle and nothing unusual occurred of which he had 
knowledge. He observed the appointee's relationship with LILA 
TOWER there in Geneva, while the Senator was living in their 
residence, and saw nothing to indicate any sexual indescretions . 
The Senator noted that rumors may have surfaced while the 
appointee was divorcing his first wife. During separations from 
his first wife but before legal divorce, the appointee was dating 
a few individuals and was seen in public while doing so. The 
Senator speculated that this may have given rise to the talk that 
the appointee was womanizing. 

Senator STEVENS had no personal knowledge of excessive 
alcohol consumption by the appointee. He served with the 
appointee for some 18 years and never observed him to be 
intoxicated. The Senator had never heard of any such 
allegations. 

The Senator had no personal knowledge, neither had he 
ever heard of any mental incapacities displayed or evidence by 
the appointee. He did indicate that the appointee's wife, LILA, 
was enough to drive one crazy. He described the appointee's wife 
by saying, "LILA is a bitch". He said he could say that because 
of his having lived in their residence for three weeks. 

Senator STEVENS was aware of several potential 
conflicts of interest but he did not personally believe that they 
were actual conflicts. He mentioned the appointee's relationship 
with British Aerospace and stated that the appointee had 
introduced him several times to people connected with that 
company. Also, the few air shows that he attended allowed the 
Senator to mingle with some of the appointee's business 
associates. The Senator said the appointee never lobbied him 
directly for British Aerospace nor has he ever lobbied him for 
any other entities. Also, the Senator was aware of the 
appointee's relationship with LTV in Texas. He indicated again 
that he did not consider this a conflict of interest. The 
Senator had not heard of any other potential conflicts of 
interest regarding the appointee. 

The Senator had no personal knowledge of illegal use of 
campaign contributions by the appointee. He had heard about such 
allegations in the newspaper, but based on the information he 
read, it seemed to him that the alleged use was ethically 
conducted . 
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Finally, the Senator had not heard nor had he any 
personal knowledge of any type of illegal banking activities by 
the appointee. 

When asked if he had anything additional to say. 

Senator STEVENS suggested that a major problem for the appointe e b6

Senator STEVENS advised that he considered the 
appointee suitable for continued access to classified information 
and personally recommended him for a position of trust with the 
United States Government.

that it was decided that a letter would be written to the 
campaign contributors asking what they wanted done with their 
contribution. These letters stated that the money could be 
returne d to them or that it could be spent as appointee saw fit. 

I 1 stated that very few contributors asked for their money 

back. Appointee decided to disburse the money to other 
candidates seeking election. The money was distributed to Texas 
Legislature candidates and Republicans seeking election to the 
United States House of Representatives and the United States 
Senate. The amounts of these contributions were limited inasmuch 
as the Tower Senate Club was to be treated as an individual and 
not a political action committee. Thus, there were legal 
limitat ions on how much money could be distributed per each race.

Congressman LES ASPIN, 2336 Rayburn House Office 
Building, Washington, D. C., telephone number 225-3031, advised 
he has known the appointee on a professional basis for 
approximately ten years. Originally, Congressman ASPIN met the 
appointee through mutual Congressional work regarding the Armed 
Services Committee. Congressman ASPIN advised that he was the 
Chairman for the House Armed Services Committee and that the 
appointee was the Chairman for the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. From approximately 1980 through 1984, the appointee 
and the Congressman worked closely together on Armed Services 
issues. Congressman ASPIN described the appointee as 
businesslike and a hard negotiator. Congressman ASPIN further 
added that although the appointee was a hard negotiator, he was 
cooperative and had a high degree of integrity. Congressman 
ASPIN stated the appointee was known to play "hard ball" and to 
"always to be in control". He added that the appointee was known 
as a "honorable guy". By this, the Congressman meant that the 
appointee always kept his word and was upright and aggressive. 
Congressman ASPIN further added the appointee was competent, 
articulate, honest, and knowledgeable on defense issues. 
Congressman ASPIN stated the appointee had a friendly but distant 
personality and was even-tempered. Congressman ASPIN knew of no 
derogatory information regarding the appointee and believed that 
he was highly qualified for the position under consideration. 

Congressman ASPIN had no reason to question the 
appointee's character, associates, reputation, or loyalty to the 
United States Government. Congressman ASPIN stated he knew the 
appointee to socially drink through hearing stories and in the 
press but he never knew the appointee to abuse alcohol. 
Congressman ASPIN saw no indication of prescription drug abuse or 
illegal drug use including marijuana, in this regard. 
Congressman ASPIN did not know the appointee to buy or sell 
illegal drugs . Financially, Congressman ASPIN said the 
appointee lived within his means and was a stable individual. 
Congressman ASPIN stated the appointee appeared to be unbiased 
against any class of citizen or racial, ethnic, or religious 
group. 


Regarding alleged sexual indiscretion committed by the 
appointee both in the United States and abroad. Congressman ASPIN 
had no personal knowledge. Congressman Aspin stated that it was 
known that the appointee was a "lady's man" but this was only 
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rumored and never seen. He commented that he was not in Geneva, 
Switzerland with the appointee and knew of no indiscretions with 
either United States or foreign nationals. 

Congressman ASPIN had no personal knowledge of 
excessive alcohol consumption by the appointee. He added that at 
social events, he knew the appointee to have a drink in hand 
sometimes but he never saw the appointee intoxicated. 

Congressman ASPIN had no personal knowledge of any 
mental instability experienced the appointee which would include 
any suicidal tendencies. He added that the appointee was a 
combative individual who would never give up and that any 
suicidal tendencies were quite unlikely. He further 
characterized the appointee as being a "pugnacious fellow". 

Congressman ASPIN was aware through various newspaper 
articles that the appointee has previously worked for various 
defense contractors. The Congressman had no personal knowledge 
of the appointee ever lobbying him, his staff, or anyone on 
Capitol Hill. 

Congressman ASPIN had no personal knowledge of any 
illegal contributions to the appointee's campaign or illegal 
expenditure from his campaign funds. The Congressman stated that 
he has heard of this allegation through the media but could not 
comment further. 

Congressman ASPIN had no personal knowledge of any 
illegal activities concerning banking which the appointee may 
have committed in regards to the Republic Bank Corporation, 
Dallas, Texas. He added that he had never heard of this 
allegation prior to being asked during the course of the 
investigation on the appointee. 

Based upon their professional association. Congressman 
ASPIN believed the appointee would be suitable for access to 
classified or sensitive information. As stated earlier. 
Congressman ASPIN believed the appointee to be highly qualified 
for the position under consideration and would highly recommend 
the appointee for a position of trust and confidence with the 
United States Government.

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Ambassador NITZE advised that Senator TOWER'S wife was 
an attorney, and he further described her as a "menace." NITZE 
advised that Senator TOWER'S wife was a complainer and that she 
frequently asked for his help and influence to enhance her 
position there. NITZE added that he found it very difficult to 
believe that Senator TOWER could have married such a woman. 


Ambassador NITZE advised that he never saw Senator 
TOWER using alcohol to excess. Ambassador NITZE said that he 
knew that Senator TOWER drank, and that he witnessed him drinking 
on occasion, but never beyond his capacity. 

Ambassador NITZE said that he was unaware of any mental 
incapacities, to include suicidal tendencies.

Ambassador NITZE advised that he was unaware of any 
firsthand or hearsay information regarding any illegal campaign 
contributions or expenditures. 

Ambassador NITZE went on to describe JOHN TOWER as a 
- very politically oriented and witty man. NITZE advised that 
TOWER is extremely skillful as a politician and can get jobs 
done. NITZE said that TOWER may have not always been as 
knowledgeable of arms and defense issues as he could have been, 
but that TOWER was able to act politically on those issues with 
great skill. NITZE advised that TOWER was very capable at 
choosing excellent advisors and staff members to assist him in 
his work. NITZE further described the appointee, JOHN TOWER, as 
very honest and trustworthy. 

NITZE advised that Senator TOWER'S only weakness would 
be that he is very sensitive in matters of prestige, and as such, 
occasionally would become temperamental. NITZE described this by 
saying that TOWER was not always the primary focal point during 
his tenure at the U.S. Mission in Geneva during the START talks. 
NITZE advised that TOWER believed that he should have received 
more recognition, and that he should have had a bigger part to 
play in those negotiations. NITZE advised however, that TOWER'S 
temperamental personality was normal for him, and that it was not 
brought about as the result of drinking, or mental or incapacity. 
NITZE went on to say that even though TOWER may have displayed a 
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temperamental personality, he was certainly of unquestionable 
character. NITZE went on to say that he knew Senator TOWER had a 
number of high level connections and that TOWER was very good at 
exercising good sound political judgment. NITZE said that he 
would never believe TOWER to ever misuse his power, nor would he 
substitute personal gain for national security. 

Ambassador NITZE said that he would never question JOHN 
TOWER'S character, associates, reputation or loyalty as a good 
American. NITZE further added that he had no knowledge or 
suspicion of illegal drug usage. NITZE added that he was unaware 
of any evidence, nor would he be suspicious of any financial 
improprieties, and he said that he never knew of any bias or 
prejudice harbored or displayed by JOHN TOWER.

The following information was provided by a person 
hereinafter referred to as "HE," who requested that his identity 
remain confidential and not be disclosed outside the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. No inference regarding the sex of 
WF T-2 should be made from usage of the word "he" when referring 
to WF T-2. 


WF T-2 was contacted concerning his knowledge of the 
appointee, JOHN TOWER, and after being advised of the identity of 
the interviewing agents by a show of credentials and orally, he 
freely provided the following information: 

He knows the appointee on a strictly professional 
level. WF T-2 indicated that for a number of years he has had 
conversations and "conflicts" with the appointee regarding 
defense issues. WF T-2 emphasized that his way of doing business 
is different than the way the appointee conducted business. 

WF T-2 advised that he had no substantiated evidence to 
indicate that the appointee committed any illegal act while in 
his position as the Chairman of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. WF T-2 recalled that in his opinion the appointee and 
his advisors regularly appeased defense contractors or "cronies". 
An example of this alleged assistance was the release of 
confidential information obtained at committee conferences to 
defense contractors. WF T-2 was unable to corroborate this 
accusation, ' and did not know if the appointee or a member of his 
staff leaked the information. 

WF T-2 believed that this assistance from the appointee 
or his advisors was not for personal or political gain but rather 
for a desire of "not wanting to buck the system". He also felt 
the appointee was a vindictive type person and that he did a 
"rotten" job in picking his staff. WF T-2 felt the appointee's 
staff were simply puppets of the "services". 

WF T-2 advised that the appointee always conducted 
himself in a polite and professional manner. He was not aware of 
any use of illegal drugs or abuse of alcohol or prescription 
drugs. To the best of his knowledge, the appointee never sold or

purchased any illegal drugs. He considered the appointee to be 
in good mental and physical health. 

WF T-2 stated that while the appointee was not one of 
the wealthier men in the Senate, he did appear to be living 
within his financial means. He did not believe the appointee to 
be biased or prejudiced toward any individual or other racial, 
ethnic or religious group. He had no reason to question the 
appointee's loyalty to the United States Government or any of his 
personal associates. 

WF T-2 stated he would not recommend the appointee for 
the position of Secretary of Defense for several reasons. He 
believed that under the appointee's reign, the Defense Department 
would continue to operate in the same manner it did when the 
appointee was the Chairman of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. He indicated that the "Services" would repeatedly 
receive everything they wanted. 

WF T-2 also claimed that the next Secretary of Defense 
must get along well with all members and segments of Congress. 
This especially included liberal Democrats who must trust the new 
Secretary. WF T-2 believes there are other Republicans that can 
more effectively do this job under the present conditions 
and that the liberal Democrats simply do not trust the appointee. 

WF T-2 indicated that if the appointee was to become 
Secretary of Defense, he should be able to name his staff. He 
stated it was common knowledge that the President-elect was not 
going to allow TOWER to appoint his own staff. WF T-2 claimed 
this was not fair to the appointee if he was going to be held 
responsible for executing the duties of the Secretary of Defense. 

WF T-2 knew of no sexual indiscretions by the appointee 
nor any problems with alcohol or mental instability. He stated 
that in the half dozen or so social occasions he saw the 
appointee at he never saw him drunk or out of line. As far as 
any conflict of interest problems WF T-2 stated everyone that 
would be considered for Secretary of Defense would have some type 
of past connection with defense contractors and he did not think 
it would be a factor in the appointee's case.
